UNITED NATIONS MOBILIZES 


KATANGA

During the past year many Americans 
have been horrified by reports of atrocities 
committed against the Christian AntiCom- 
munist people of Katanga Province in the 
‘African Congo. 

Hundreds of unarmed men, women, chil- 
dren, priests, nuns and missionaries have 
been brutally raped, tortured and murdered 
by troops of the United Nations Command, 
for no other reason than that they refuse 
to surrender their sovereignty to the Congo 


Central Government which is Communist 
dominated. 
The United Nations Charter states that 


that organization shall not interfere in the 
poi affairs of any nation. What, then, 
are U. N. troops doing in the Congo? Until 
shiti no one seemed to be quite sure of 
the answer to that question. But now docu- 
ments have come to light which put the 
whole sordid story in proper perspective. It 
is one of the most infamous plots in history. 
When the truth gets out to the people it 
will shock them and, we hope, will cause an 
uproar of indignation. 

Secret Memorandum Report written on 
October 1, 1962 by the United Nations Sec- 
retariat, outlines in detail a plan for carrying 
on an invasion of Katanga within the next 
two weeks, which the authors of the Report 
hope will crush all opposition. According to 
the Report there are at this moment 
15,000 U. N. troops mobilized on the borders 
of Katanga, ready to move in. Of these, 
4,000 are Indian Gurkhas who are known to 
be savage fighters, The Report leaves no 
doubt in the mind of the reader that this 
unholy warfare against Katanga will result 
in the ruthless killing of more innocent 
people. 

To Americans- the really shocking part of 
this thing is that President Kennedy has 
been apprised of the plan and has given his 
approval, and a promise that United States 
transport aircraft and helicopters will be 
furnished for. use in carrying out the oper- 
ation. 


But, the Report says, Mr. Kennedy has_ 


requested that the plan be held up in abey- 
ance until after November 6, because he is 
afraid that public opinion in the United 
States will have an adverse effect on the 
outcome of the election if the invasion is 
carried out before then. The U. N. troops, 
therefore, have been ordered to be prepared 
for action as of November 12. 
Congressman Donald Bruce, (R. Ind.) 
addressed the House on September 12, 1962 


and produced irrefutable evidence to sup- 
-port -his allegations that powerful Americap 


and foreign financiers were virtually using 
United 1 Nations troeps as mercenaries to 
carry out a conspiracy to capture the rich 
natural resourees of the Conge, most of 


which are in Katanga Province. Mr. Bruce ` 


named dozens of industrialists, bankers and 
_ financiers in various parts of the world who 
_ are parties to this conspiracy. He also named 
high ranking officials in our own State De- 
nt, 

Premier Moise Tshombe of Katanga doa 
publicly several weeks ago that the real 
issue in the Congo was the great wealth 
which greedy men wanted to control for 
their own gain, by whatever methods this 
could be accomplished, even if it meant 
shedding the blood of innocent people, This 
bears out what Mr. Bruce disclosed in his 
speech in Congress, which, for ebvious 
ng never got into the newspapers. 


t is inconceivable that the President of 
God fearing nation se gat such,

of public opinion is an admission on his’ 


part that there is something highly im- 
moral about the whole thing. Surely every 
self-respecting citizen will agree that the 
President does not speak for the people in 
this matter. 

How can anyone with humane instincts 
stand idly by while this plot is carried out, 
without remonstrating? Instead of support- 
ing this unwarranted aggression against 
the people of Katanga, the President, and 
our representative in the United Nations 
should rise up and condemn the conspir- 
ators, and demand that the plan be aban- 
doned. Better still, the President should 
make it clear that he will use the Armed 
Forces of the United States, if necessary, 
to protect the people of that unhappy 
country. 

A very wise man once said that there 
would be no justice in the world until those 
who are not injured become as indignant 
as those who are. Katanga is several 
thousand miles away, and we may shrug 
our shoulders and say that what goes on 
there is none of our concern, But the 
President has made it our concern by 
committing our government to support 
something which we as individuals would 
never condone. 

The black people of Katanga are human 
beings, fighting for their lives. They love 
their homeland and their children as much 
as we do ours. They bleed when they are 
wounded and they suffer the agonies of 
death like anyone else. How can we live 
with our conscience if we do not become 
indignant and demand that deiner 
shall prevail?

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The group mentioned above, which organ- 
ized to grab the mineral wealth of Katanga, 
deposited 100 million dollars in a Swiss bank. 
A few of this group are: -Be Gustav 
Hammarskjeld, president of the group and 
brother of Dag Hammarskjold, who was 
then Secretary-General of the UnitedNations; 
Sture Linner, who was chief of civil oper- 
ations for the United Nations in the Congo 
was one of the important members; he con- 
trolled U.N. policy concerning Katanga. Also 
in this syndicate was United States Foreign 
Aid ‘Chief, Fowler Hamilton. Hamilton ar- 
ranged for foreign aid money to be turned 
over to the U.N. for its war on Katanga. 
Under Secretary of State, George Ball, was 
also involved in this maneuver. :
